MALES 

Hair . Keep hair neat, cleaned and well groomed. Hair above the ears and around the neck shall be tapered 
from the lever natural hairline upwards at least 3/4 inch and outwards not greater than 3/4 inch to blend 
with hairstyle, Hair must not touch the collar. Hair shall be no longer than 4 inches and may not touch 
the ears, or collar, extend be lev the eyebrows vfoen head gear is removed, show under the front edge of 
headgear or interfere with the wearing of headgear. The bulk of the hair shall not exceed two inches. Hair 
coloring must look natural and complement the individual. Faddish styles and outrageous multicolored hair 
are not authorized. The unique quality and texture of curled, kinked, waved and straight hair 
is recognized, and in some cases the 3/4 inch taper at the back of the neck may be difficult to attain. In 
these cases hair mist present a graduated appearance and may combine the taper with a line at the back of 
the neck. One natural narrow part (cut, clipped or shaved) is authorized. Sideburns shall not extend below 
the bottom of the earlobe and, shall have a clean shaven horizontal line. 


MisLaches . Neat and closely trimmed, no portion of the mustache shall extend below the lip line of the 
upper lip. In addition, the mist ache will not go out beyond a horizontal line extending across the comers 
of the mouth and no more than 1/4 inch beyond the vertical line drawn from the corner of the mouth. 


FEMALES 

Hair . Keep hair clean, neatly shaped and arranged in a professional style. Hairstyles with a maximum f 
braids may be worn. Faddish and exaggerated styles are prohibited. Ponytails and pigtails are 
permitted. When in uniform, hair on the back of the head may tcxich but not fall belcw the l.-wer edge of the 
collar. When wearing jumper uniforms, hair may extend 1 1/2 inches below the top of the collar, long 
hair, including braids, mist be neat and inconspicuously fastened, pinned or secured to the head presenting 
an attractive hairstyle and may not dangle free at any point. Hair coloring must look natural and 
complement the individual. Faddish and outrageous multicolor hair is not authorized. Hair ornaments shall 
not present a safety hazard. A maximum of two barrettes (similar to hair color) may be used to pin up hair. 
Conspicuous rubber bands, combs and pins are not authorized. 

The "Bottom Line" is that this isn't the Master Chief's policy or even to Captain's policy but the 
Department of the Navy's Policy. It's everyones job to enforce the policy 1 What is "faddish and 
outrageous"? The answer is that if it takes a second look then it's probably not within Navy Regulations. 
Totally shaved scalps, " Hig h and Tights" without a tapered appearance, hair that is colored blonde/brown are 
not acceptable! We can see that the regulations concerning hair are very clear. Let's get this area of 
concern "back on track." We looked great at command inspection!

This month's Branch Medical Clinic Spotlight shines brightly on HMC Don Stedry. 
Bom April 9, 1962, HMC Stedry is a native of Saginaw, Michigan. During his 
growing years, hobbies such as wrestling and track filled his free time that wasn't 
being spent with his Boy Scout Troop or in the library.
